The Annual Encampment. 


' Whether the annual encampment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, now in session in Detroit, will receive from the gen- 
eral public more attention than usual or less because of the 
stirring and terrible situation abroad may be a question. The 
galhering'is one in which the public-has always taken a lively 
interest, for the old soldiers are dear to the hearts of'the people 
because of what they did and suffered.in the hour of the coun- 
try's peril. 


The chief thought that comes to the mind at this time is the 


mighty; difference between the war in which these veterans 
fought and the one that is now raging across the water. In 
the war of the rebellion there was never any question as to the 
cause and the principle at slake. The army of which the griz- 
zled veterans now assembled in Detroit are the surviving rem- 
nant fought for the perpetuity of the union of the states, gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people and for the people,, and 
for human rights and liberty for all, regardless of race, color or 
previous condition of servitude. No issue was ever iriore 
clearly defined than that:of the Civil war. All the people on 
both sides of the battle line and thosei'of the whole world knew 
. what the stake was, and the long struggle resulted in victory 
to the forces that stood for human rights. 


Fortunate are the veterans who have lived to this time, for 


they have been able to witness the blessed fruits of their vic- 
tory and the perfect reconciliation of the contending forces. 
They have lived to see their country thoroughly reunited and 
enjoying the blessings of peace and prosperity throughout its 
length and breadth. 


With the rest of us they cannot but be pained by the horrible 


conditions now prevalent in Europe for no justifiable cause, so 
far as can be discerned here. They know what the sufferings 
of war mean, to combatants and non-combatants, and are con- 
vinced, above all other men, that war should never be resorted 
to except as a last recourse in behalf of.a righteous cause. If 
the world were as strongly disposed toward peace as the Grand 
Army of the Republic there would be no more wars. 


It is to be hoped the weather and all other conditions will 


favor the veterans now assembled in Detroit and that the gath- 
ering will be one of genuine enjoyment to the men who ren- 
dered such invaluable service to their country from '61 to '65.
